WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The 
American. Red Cross will require a 
minimum of '$5,000;000 to‘ provide re- 
lief for those who have suffered in 
the West Indies hurricane in Porto 
Rico, the Virgin Islands and the 
State of Florida.: 

Judge John Barton Payne, Chair- 
man of the Red Cross, announced 
this. today. Reports before -him 
stated that at least 400,000 people in 
Porto Rico are absolutely destitute 
as a result of the catastrophe, and 
entirely dependent upon the Red 
Cross for food,. clothing; shelter and 
medical aid, and that in Florida 15,- 
000 families may require. the assis- 
tance. of the Red Cross. It is already 
feeding more than 5,000 there and 
providing other emergency relief.

BLAME PUT ON US OR BERLIN 


American Insistence on’ Own 
Naval Policy Cited—Bernstorff 
Alleges. League Failure.

GENEVA, Sept. 20.—The Third 
Commission of the League of Na- 
tion Assembly ceased its struggles 
with the disarmament problem for 
this afternoon after almost three 
hours of ‘apparently futile oratory. 
However, two points stood out clearly 
at the end. These points are: 

1. ‘The League’s disarmament ex- 
perts now believe — privately, of 
course—that despite peace treaties, 
the League Covenant, the Locarno 
agreement and the Kellog pact the 


‘disarmament ‘problem is unsolvable 


at the present time. 

*2.:Upon which nation shall the 
blame be placea—upon the United 
States, because, apparently, she in- 
tends to proceed in her own naval 
way, or upon Germany.? 

On this point the” opinioris are not 
so private. 

Today’s discussion related to the 
resolution drafted by the special 
committee which attempted: to com- 
bine two previous : resolutions, ‘one 
by. Joseph Paul-Boncour of France, 
and the second by Count von Bern- 
storff of Germany, relative to setting 
dates for the: next meeting of the 
Preparatory Disarmament: Commis- 
sion and the full disarmament con- 
ference. 


Germany Balks at Compromise. 


The Von Bernstorff resolution, in 
effect, was to concentrate on the lat 
ter conference during the year 1929. 
leaving the preparatory commission 
‘to meet when it would, merely to 
arrange the program. However, this 
ea met with no response, and so 
did not appear in ‘today’s resolution. 
Therefore, Count von . Bernstorff— 
when he saw last night that his case 
was hopeless—withdrew from the dis- 
cussion and merely stated that he 
would vote against the resolution. 

Today the Count contended that 
the resolution represented ‘‘total ab- 
dication of the ague on the dis- 
armament question,’’, and - therefore 
his efforts to torpedo it were carried 
on from time to time.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21. — The! 
draft of a reply to the London and 
Paris Governments: on the Anglo- 
French .naval accord was being pre- 
pared at the State Department today 
for submission: to President Coolidge 
after his return from Vermont to- 
morrow. 

While admitting this, officials de- 
clined to speculate on what attitude 
the President would ‘take; but it 
was the general view that Mr. Cool- 
idge, through his conversations with 
Secretary Kellogg on the British and 
French notes apprising this country 
that they had reached an accord on 
naval limitation, had already devel- 
oped his views to the point that little 
difficulty would be found in putting 
the American note in final form very 
soon. 

That the note was being drafted 
was accepted as definite evidence 
that the United States had decided to 
make a reply, but what its nature 
would be was carefully concealed. In 
informed circles the. opinion con- 
tinued that it would. probably. set 
forth that a definite expression from 
the United States was impossible in 
the absence of more éxplicit informa- 
tion from Great Britain and France 
as to the character of their accord. 


Letter Purports to. Tell Text. 


Possibilities of an adverse compli- 
cation were seen. in.the publication 
today of a copyright story in The 
Washington Herald from Paris pur- 
porting to give the text of a letter 
from the French Foreign Ministry on 
Aug. 3 to its Ambassadors and Min- 
isters abroad, outlining the scope of 
the limitation understanding. 

American officials declined to com- 
ment on it, but from Secretary 
Kellogg down they, read it with deep 
interest, and the evident disposition 
was to accept it as authentic. 

In interested foreign diplomatic 
circles it was admitted that the 
main points of the letter were ac- 
curate and that the text was sub- 
stantially correct, some slight varia- 
tions being noted only in so far as 
translation was concerned. 

It was pointed ‘out informally in 
American circles that the French 
Government has been accustomed to 
inform its chief representatives 
abroad of important developments 
in? policy. The date on the letter, 
Aug. 3, is the date on which France 
sent’ its note to the State Depart- 
ment outlining the scope of the 
understanding. 

The chief points of the accord as 
enumerated in the dispatch were in 
conformity with American officials’ 
understanding of them, and foreign 
circles. in a position. to speak..with 
authority admitted informally that 
e| they were: accurately set forth.

HAD $6,000 FOR WORKMEN 


Three Gunmen Raid West 105th 
Street House in Morning and 
Flee With Fourth in Auto. 


The usual early morning quiet of 
West 105th Street, between Columbus 
and Amsterdam Avenues, was shat- 
tered yesterday by a pistol shot, fol- 
lowed by the crash of broken glass. 
Several moments later three men, 
poorly dfessed, ran down the steps 
of the apartment house at 161 West 
105th Street and jumped into a wait- 
ing automobile, which sped westward 
and disappeared north on Amster- 
dam Avenue. 

The neighborhood was aroused by 
the shot, which fatally injured David 
Angus, 54 years old, a stone contrac- 
tor. Mr. Angus, a member of the firm 
of William Angus, Inc., of 15 East 
Fortieth Street, left his apartment on 
the fourth floor of the 105th Street 
house with his:son, David Jr.; about 
7:45. He carried a payroll, said to 
total $6,000, which he was to have 
used to pay off masons and stone- 
cutters working on the new River- 
side Church at: Riverside Drive and 
122d Street.

BRITISH CUTLERS CLING

Lady Mayor of Chesterfield, Tra- 
ditional.

It was evidently against’ the grain 
for Governor. SMITH to take up the 
attack on him because of his religion. 
He is said to have decided to do it 
in disregard of his politiqal advisers. 
But once undertaken, he made a 
thorough job of it. And he-chose the 
right time and place. Nowhere in 
recent years more than in Oklahoma 
has the Ku Klux Klan flaunted itself 
in all its un-American regalia and 
resolutions. There was the spot to 
strike it hard, along with all other 
exponents of bigotry and intolerance. 
They came off badly in Governor 
SmitH’s hard-hitting speech. Nor 
did he neglect to define his own 
position. He affirmed his belief, both 
as a Christian and an American, in 
the “absolute separation of State 
and Church,” which is “ a part of the 
“fundamental faith of every true 
“ American.” But the Governor went 
much further than that. He denied 
with vehemence the right of any- 
body to drag the religious question 
into politics, whether in his favor or 
against him. Here are his emphatic 
words: 

Let me make myself perfectly 
clear. I do not want any Catholic 
in the United States of. America to 
vote for me on the 6th of Novem- 
ber because I am a Catholic. If 
any Catholic in this country be- 
lieves that. the welfare, the pros- 
perity, the growth and the expan- 
sion of the United States are best 
conserved and best promoted by the 
election of Mr. Hoover, I want him 
to vote for Hoover and not for me. 
But, on the other hand, I have the 
right to say that any citizen of this 
country who believes I can pro- 
mote its welfare, that Iam capable 
of steering the ship of state safely 
through the next four years, and 
then votes against me because of 
my religion, is not 4 real, pure, 
genuine American. 


Governor SmiTH stated that he is 
not going to go back to this matter. 
again. It was a disagreeable task for 
him to perform. So far as he is con- 
cerned, he is through with it. But is 
Secretary Hoover through with it? 
Is he not ready to rise and echo 
for himself the words of Governor 
SMITH, so that, between the two can- 
didates, this horrid intrusion of re- 
ligious prejudice into our public life 
may be ended, at least so far as they 
are able to end it?

The Grand 
Council of the Fascist Party is 
thereby to become an integral part 
of the Italian Constitution. : Its “‘ad- 
visory ” réle ceases to be extralegal. 
The power hitherto exercised ‘by 
personal and party prestige now. be- 
comes a function of the State sys- 
tem, Why Mussolini should be anx- 
ious to write into.the Constitution 
an organ of authority that has man- 
aged to get on so well without such 
a sanction is not very clear. One 
can only conjecture that he wishes 
to’ throw around ‘his system “all 
imaginable safeguards. Today it is 
‘open to an opponent of Fascism: to 
argue that the party represents a 
usurpation of power in the State. 
Conspiracy or open violence against 
the Fascist organizations would not 
rhe treagon. But with Fascism a 
formal agency of the State the op- 
ponent. who would challenge its au- 
thority will have to reckon not only 
with the reality of Fascist power 
but with its constitutional guaranty. 
The enemy of Fascism: becomes the 
-enemy of his country. 

It seems, on the whole, a naive 
precaution. Ifever there arises in 
Italy an opposition. able and ‘willing 
to challenge the’Fascist ascendency 
it is not likely that it will be de- 
terred by the fact that Fascism has 
been legitimized. bier same inno-

In Rus- 
sia it simply so happens that, what- 
ever be the party alignments at the 
bottom of the electoral scale, the 
people who come out on top are in 
overwhelming number Communists. 
But the descendants of the Roman 
legists are apparently not so indif- 
ferent to the appeal of “law.” 


THE COUNT ZEPPELIN’S TRIAL. 

In’ October, if sufficient fuel is 
available for a return voyage, the 
great dirigible Count Zeppelin, which 
had a trial cruise with passengers 
from Friedrichshafen to Frankfurt 
and back on Thursday,. will cross 
the Atlantic to New York. Hitherto 
the dirigibles seen in operation here 
have been military ships. The Count 
Zeppelin has accommodations on a 
luxurious scale for forty passengers, 
in addition to quarters for a crew 
of thirty-eight. Dr. HuGO ECKENER, 
who expects to bring her over, made 
this statement recently: 

We have motors on which we 
feel we can depend in any emer- 
gency that may arise. We can re- 
main in the air for hours in perfect 
safety, even if every motor should 
give out, which is most unlikely. 
We can get at every motor to re- 
pair it. We have even taken apart 
an entire motor and reassembled 
it while in flight. 

A thorough test of the new diri- 
gible with a full complement of pas- 
sengers had been often postponed. 
The delay was due in part to the 
question what fuel should be used. 
Dr. ECKENES had faith in his “ blue 
gas,” but the Government believed 
it to be too much of a risk. On 
Thursday gasoline was used. It 
“blue gas” is as inflammable when 
mixed with hydrogen as doubters 
say, it should be prohibited when 
passengers are carried. Dr ECKENER 
stoutly contends that no extra haz- 
ard would be involved in it. <A diffi- 
culty of manufacturing enough for 
& ‘voyage over the Atlantic is ad- 
mitted. Arrangements have been 
made, it is said, for delivery of a 
supply in the United States. Fuel 
gas is giving Dr. ECKENER. a good 
deal of trouble, but he is sanguine 
that he will be able to. take his ship 
to America in October. There seems 
to be no. doubt that he has stolen a 
march on the British dirigible R-100, 
which is larger but has less speed. 

The account of the trial cruise 
was satisfactory to the builders, but 
in the fair weather that prevailed 
the’ test of strength of structure 
and sailing ability could hardly be 
thorough. In a wind that was not 
strong the great, envelope rolled a 
bit. A maximum speed of 79 miles 
was attained, and 625 miles were 
coyered in‘eight hours. Under simi- 
lar weather conditions the voyage 
from Friedrichshafen to New York 
would be made in about forty-four 
hours... Should head winds of some 
violence blow it might be sixty 
hours before New York was sighted. 
That’ the passengers would be safe 
may be. assumed; they would prob- 
ably not be comfortable. For a 
“ take-off” the dirigible must have a 
favorable wind and one not too high. 
That condition is likely to disturb 
patrons who. are counting on a 
scheduled start. In this country the 
Navy Department is said to be mak- 
ing provision for receiving the Count

NEW VOTERS. 


These who have never voted be- 
fore and who were not eligible to 
vote before January 1, 1922, niust 
present to the inspectors of elec- 
tion, in order to be registered for 
voting, “proof of literacy.” The 
inspectors are authorized to accept 
as evidence of literacy a certificate 
or diploma showing that the appli- 
cant has completed the work of an 
approved eighth-grade elementary 
schéol or of a higher school in which 
English is the language of instruc- 
tion, or credentials showing that the 
applicant has completed a course in 
reading and writing English, equiv- 
alent to that required of sixth-grade 
pupils in the public school. If, how- 
ever, the applicant cannot submit 
such evidence, he or she must pre- 
sent a “certificate of literacy” is- 
sued under the, authority. of the 
State Education Department. 

In order to give such prospective 
“new voters” an opportunity to take 
the tests necessary for securing 
these certificates before the coming 
election, 101 schools throughout the 
city will be open to them. The dates 
announced are as follows: Oct. 8, 9, 
10, 11 and 12 from 6:30 P. M. to 
9:30 P. M., and Oct. 13 from 12 noon 
to 9 P. M. This provision is made 
especially for those of foreign birth 
who have not had training as chil- 
dren in the schools, but who have 
received their second or final cit- 
izenship papers. All such who desire 
to vote and who think themselves 
adequately prepared in English 
should be encouraged to take the 
tests at the school most convenient 
of access. The examinations are 
conducted. by school authorities 
and are unifo throughout the 
State. 

In the tests of last year 27,635 
passed out of a total of 382,113 
who presented themselves, 26,134 of 
whom. were men and 5,979: women. 
The number of applicants this year 
will doubtless be.much larger. The 
effect of this wholesome law is that 
nearly every “new voter,” whether 
educated in the schools as a child 
or coming as an immigrant beyond 
the school age, must pass through 
the school house in order to reach 
the voting booth. 


QUININE. 


The decision restricting the so- 
called “quinine monopoly” is of 
public interest less because of the 
details of the rulings than because 
quinine is one of the few: products 
of which a single nation has vir- 
tually a monopoly. Holland, through 
the Government-supervised : produc- 
tion of cinchona bark in Java, has 
for years dominated the quinine 
market, and is but slowly seeing that 
supremacy menaced. Recent statis- 
tics show that 90 per cent. of the 
world’s cinchona supply comes from 
the Dutch East Indies, with India 
providing most of the balance. A 
small quantity is still harvested in 
the mountains of South America. 

The story of the cinchona tree in 
a. sense parallels. that of rubber. 
Both these plants are South Ameri- 
can in origin, the former coming 
from the hill country and the latter 
from the tropical lowlands. The 
cinchona was the first to be trans- 
planted to Java, having been intro- 


: duced successfully in 1854. The South 


American rubber, known as Hevea’ 
brasiliensis, was not introduced un- 
til twenty years later. For years 
the Dutch experimented with va- 
rious. species of .cinchona,. and fi- 
nally deyeloped’a series of planta- 
tions that brought them not only a 
large revenue but also the monopoly

The Dutch have 
made of their islands one of the 
richest agricultural empires in the 
world, and have brought to the 
people of Java a degree of comfort 
and well-being which is the envy of 
other Oriental peoples.

Mr. Hoover's . Figures. Given 
Newark ‘Are Disputed. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Attention should be called to a prs 


ing misstatement of fact. in “Mr. 


An accurate survey of the Depart- 
ment of Labor showed that,- even in⸗ 
cluding the usual Winter unemploy- 
ment, about 1,800,000 employes wére 
out of work as contrasted with 
5,000,000 or 6,000,000 in 1921.” 

In the first place, the survey by the 
Department of Labor was not accu- 
rate. It was based upon fragmentary 
returns of manufacturing wage earn- 
ers. It did not include unemploy- 
ment of office workers, casual labor, 
farm labor and other large classes of 
the working population, 

In the second place, the survey did 
not state that 1,800,000 men were out) - 
of work. It stated that there was, in 
1927, a shrinkage in employment of. 
1,800,000 men from the normal year 
of 1925. Every one familiar with the 
facts knows. that in any. so-called 
normal year there are approximately 
1,200,000 men out of work and that, 
therefore, a “shrinkage from normal 


of-1,800,000’’ really means a total out} 


of work of about 3,000,000 men: 
When we consider the increase in 
population from 1925 to 1927 we find 
that even this figure of 3,000,000 ed 
low. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. saves 
should ‘have referred’ to this large 
scale unemployment as “a tem- 
porary dip.” -It was probably the 
lar ‘ amount of unempl ent 
which has existed in the Gnited 
States during the last twenty years 
with the two exceptions of the —— 
—— crises of 1914 and 1920-21. 

o serious attempts to cure this evil 
can be effective if the facts with ref- 
erence to its magnitude are mini- 


mized. 

While we must expect political 
exigencies to rule at the present 
time, it is hoped that the seriousness 
of the problem, affecting as it does 
the lives .of so many) persons, -will 
prevent. either candidate from in- 
dulging in statements that distort the 
picture as it really exists.

Among the items in the collection: 
which goes to the Museum of Com-| 
parative Zoology at Harvard’ were 
forty vials of spiders collected on the 
isiands along the coast, a collection | 
of mellaphaga or bird lice, forty | 
specimens of fish, 1,500 sheets of; 
plants, 309 cryptograms or specimens | 
of fungi and algea and several speci- | 
mens of the first eamphibia ever to be! 
found in Labrador. These are frogs 
found in Paradise River. The frogs 
in size compare with the river frogs | 
found in this country, but among | 
points of differentiation is the color, 
the Labrador frogs being yellowish 
and spotted. 


Dr. Austin sald that bird life in|. 


Labrador is’ facing extinction at the 
hands. of Newfoundland fishermen, 
who not only gather eggs, but also 
eat the young birds. The practice is 
to break the eggs to determine their 
freshness, and this has practically 
depleted the rookeries. The Eskimos 
also take many of the eggs, Dr. 
Austin said. 

“The lawlessness of these fisher- 
men is responsible for the extinction 
of the auk, the Labrador duck and 
the Eskimo curlew,’’ Dr. Austin 
said, adding that ‘‘in the three years 
since we have visited this section, 
I would say that bird life has been 
depleted about a third.”’ 


Eskimo Relics Obtained. 


In the mammals ‘collection, there 
are forty specimens, including skulls 
and skins, and lemmings and field 
mice. j 

Two. highly prized collections 
brought home \by the party are the 
ethnological collection of Eskimo 
relics taken from ancient graves 
scattered along the coast. These 
include stone pots and implements 
made of bone and stone: The dead 
were buried under cairns. of’ stone 
with their weapons, boats and some 
household implements. A curious 
similarity to the burial customs of 
South American Indians was noted 
by Dr. Austin, who found that the 
sandstone pots had holes knocked in 
the bottom, previous to burial, this 
custom being followed with their 
stone and clay vessels by the Indians 
of South America in their burials. 

The second’ collection is that of 
clothing, implements and skin work 
of the 
remaining tribe of wild Indians in 
Labrador. The Nascaupees, who are 
a migratory group, follow the tari- 
bou herds. They were found at the 
Hudson Bay Post at Davis Inlet by 
‘xe Austin party. $ 


Tribe Being Wiped Out. 

A collection of still photographs of 
full-blooded ‘members of the tribe 
was taken by Dr. Austin. The tribe 
is being wiped out rapidly by tuberc- 
ulosis, Dr. Austin said. Last Winter; 
which was an especially severe one,

The second place was the Yacht 
Club at 70 West Forty-fifth Street,

NEW ‘BRIBE LIST’ TURNS UP 


Philadelphia Jurors Hear Two Offi- 
cers in Inquiry on Link Between 
Bureau and ‘Racketeers.’

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 21.—Acqul- 
sition of comparatively. recent wealth 
far in excess of what might be ex- 
pected from Police Bureau incomes 
has brought another- police captain 
and a district detective under the 
scrutiny. of District Attorney John 
Monaghan:.and. the. special. Grand 
Jury investigating bootlegging. and 
graft in this city, it was. revealed 
today. 

The prosecutor indicated the opin- 
ion that such wealth, mounting into 
the tens of thousands of dollars, 
might have its source in collusion 
with the ‘‘racketeers’’ of the under- 
world. 

“Tf a man who has been police 
captain only from May 1 to Septem- 
ber deposits $5,000 and then with- 
draws all of it at the beginning of 
the present investigation and keeps 
it’in his home, what would you 
think?”’ Mr. Monaghan asked news- 
papermen. 

“If one captain does; and a second 
captain does, and a third captain 
does it, don’t you think that there 
might be some indication of a sys- 
tem?’’ he continued. 

“Can a district detective who has 
no other incdme than—what is it they 
get, $5.50 a day?—save anywhere 
from $25,000 to $27,000 in three 
years?’’

There was not a 
conventional or a static measure. 
——— and sonorities fluctuated like 
ht on ‘water, as a result of the

tformance. This was true re-crea- 
ion of some of the most beautiful 
chamber music that. Mozart penned, 
and as such afforded as fine a pleas- 
ure.as is provided by chamber music 


literature. 

Nor did the quartet stop with. this 
excellent treatment. of a classic 
work.. It introduced to America, in 
turn, a new quartet Frank 
Bridge, which it ae a style 
wholly divergent from. that of 
zart and as native to the spirit a a 
modern as it had been to that of a 
classic master. 

This ‘‘Third Quartet’ .of Frank 
Bridge: is the finest composition in 
our experience of his: music, Some- 
times he has. tended to the trite or 
— or to a rather self-conscious 
avoidance of these attributes.. The 

uartet’s playing this morning seized 

e attention and held it from the 
first note to: the last, and this in a 
py herp pana manner. Possibly it is 
too long, and cspecially dispropor- 
tionate; in this respect in-its slow 
movement.

Drastic regulations to control. the 
relations of its members with dra- 
matic casting agents were unani- 
mously adopted at a general meeting 
of the Actors’ Equity Association. in 
the Hotel Astor. yestérday afternoon. 
The meeting, with only a few dis- 
senting ‘votes, also ratified the 
changes in the Equity ‘constitution j, 
and by-laws governing the terms 
upon upon which members will play 
with alien acetors. 

The basis of the new regulations 
to curb the dramatic agencies, some 
of which, Equity officials charge, 
have been uncrupulous in their. ex- 
actions, is a form of license which 

must | ed by each agency wish- 
ing do business with Equity mem- 


The Requirements. 

In accepting this license, or permit, 
each agency must ‘agree, among 
other things: 

That the charge for obtaining em- 
ployment shall not exceed 5 per cent. 
‘of the actor’s salary for a period up 
to the first ten weeks of a play for 
which he is engaged. This will be- 
come effective on Tuesday, Oct. 9. 

That the permit be revoked by 
Equity after charges have been heard 
and sustained. 

That, any engagement must be 
upon a printed form (to be worked 
out), and that the form must be 
used without change. 

That existing agreements for a 
larger commission must be modified 
to come within the 5 per cent. limit. 

That no agency may act as per- 
sonal representative for an actor 
without permission from —— to 
do so. This will only be given. to 
representatives who will guarantee 
an actor twenty weeks’ work in a 
season at a salary equal to the ac- 
tor’s average for the last three years. 
With such permission, personal rep- 
resentatives may charge 10 per cent. 
of the actor’s salary for the period 
of the engagement. 


Can’t Split Commissions. 


By the terms of the permit the 
agencies must also promise that they 
will not pay any part of a commis- 
sion to managers or producers who 
employ Equity members, and that if 
they secure ——— for Equity 
members in other fields—such as 
vaudeville and the motion pictures— 
their commissions will not exceed the 
fee charged for the dramatic and 
musical: comedy engagements. 

Equity réserves the right to change 
or revoke the permits at any time, 
and all claims arising from them are 
to be arbitrated before the American 
Arbitration Association. If a dra- 
matic ra violates the new agree- 
ment, all sums due him from Equity 
members are to be forfeited. 

Equity officials said that the cast- 
ing agency question had been under 
consideration for several years and 
that it was one of the most difficult 

roblems they had been called upon 

o solve. The breakdown of the New 
York State law designed to protect 
actors has made the need for such 
regulations more urgent, it was as- 
serted at the meeting. 


The Alien-Actor Problem. 


The regulations concerning the ad- 
mission of alien actors and their 
rights in Equity, adopted by a wide 
majority; follow the policy laid down 


at a general meeting on March 19 
and subsequently approved. 

To handle the situation five classes 
of uity members have been 
created: Senior resident, junior resi- 
dent, senior alien, junior alien and 
lay. Only senior resident members 
may vote or hold office in the or- 
ganization. 

Three general. divisions of alien 
actors are exempt from the operation 
of the regulations—those who are 
members of companies which arrive, 
play and depart as units, those who 
come in under the quota prior to 
May 28 and those who have played 
100 weeks in this country, some eet 
of it between Jan. 1, 1923, and 
1, 1928. All others’ may enter the 
country only under contract and act 
here for the. duration of the play for 
which they are engaged. At its clos- 
ing they must either leave the coun- 
try for six months or remain out of 
competition with American actors 
for that length of time.

Start to Get Acquainted With New 
Home — Dean Explains 
“Achievement Test.” 





Freshman Week, which is expected 
to help. the student bridge the gap 
between the familiar. conditions of 
preparatory school and the unfa- 
miliar environment of a great -uni- 
versity, began yésterday at Columbia 
University. Under the. direction of 
sympathetic advisers and adminis- 
trative officers the seniors of last 
year’s preparatory schools will be 
initiated into their new position as 
humble freshmen—neophytes again: 

They had an insight into the work- , 
ings of the university yesterday and 
will continue today to observe labora- 
tories and classrooms and hear lec- ; 
tures intended to help’them orient 
themselves as units in the operation 
of the university. 

Dean Uerbert -E.°Hawkes at a 
meeting in the McMillin Academic 
Theatre explained the new ‘‘achieve- 
ment test’’ system, which becomes 
effective this year. He told how after 
study by members of the Faculty a 
plan to abolish formal credit on the 
point system was considered. This 
plan was not feasible, but an ap- 
proach to it has been made, he said, 
through the achievement test and 
the placement examination. 

The ‘object of this plan, he added, 
was to make it possible for the col- 
lege ‘to regard the student» primarily 
as a human being and to grant him 
a degree when, judged by real intel- 
lectual development, he ought to have 
it, wholly apatt from the conventional 


method of estimating his worth in 
points.
